UNDER 
THE 
CALIFORNIA 
racing laws, the court is e m ­ 
powered to override the Race 
Board’s decision not to grant a 
license to the Turf Club because 
it was not in the "public inter 
est." 
It is reported that the court 
may do so if it decides the 
board's 
decision 
was 
"arbi­ 
trary,” 
"brought 
a b o u t 
by 
fraud,” 
or by 
"undue influ­ 
ence." The petition charges the 
board with acting arbitrarily 
and contrary to law in refusing 
a license. 


THE TURF CLUB'S boarr* of 
directors, in a special meeting, 
took this action to ascertain the 
reasons why a 
thoroughbred 
racing plant adjoining the city 
limits of Palm Springs "was not 
in the public interest, when all 
testimony and petitions from 
Palm 
Springs 
residents 
and 
business people wete strongly 
in favor of the establishment 
of the track." 
The board, however, em pha­ 
sized th at this action in no way 
affects the permits granted the 
Desert Turf Club to conduct 
quarterhorse racing, "nor is it 
intended to do so.”

HIGHWAY COMPANIONS — In motorized America 
the average person experiences a unique relationship 
each day with scores — perhaps hundreds — of other 
drivers on the streets and highways they travel. 
Al­ 
though most of them are hardly aware of it, these com­ 
panions of the highway who m ay get only a fleeting 
glance at each other, they have much in common just 
from being in an automobile in the same place at the 
same time. 
This common interest reaches the point 
where their very lives are dependent upon each other. 
Young people, old people — men and women — going 
through the same movements with a powerful force at 
the tip of a toe. 


It takes but a few moments as a rule for one driver 
to size up another. It can be done almost without think­ 
ing — just from intuition. 
They quickly place them ­ 
selves in two classes; friendly and safe or mean and 
dangerous. 
From then on interest in one another de­ 
pends entirely on the category in which each has placed 
the other. 
The experience may be over in seconds or 
linger for hours on a day-long motor trip. 


Almost all automobile drivers just naturally seem to 
take an interest in each other — much more than the 
relationship of passing a person on the street. 
You 
stop at a signal light and another car draws up along 
side, almost close enough to touch. 
You look over at 
your neighbor for just a few seconds — someone you 
have never seen before and will not likely ever see 
again, an acquaintance for a moment. 
From the car 
— the dress — the attitude — you piece together in se­ 
conds the personality sitting there beside you . . . and 
then turn to another on the other side. 


Now you've been following a driver for some time; 
you know him only by the back of his neck, the car he 
drives — and that he's a Californian. 
You have the 
feeling he’s going to make a turn — and it is a good 
hunch for he does, after making a wrong arm signal. 
Good you stayed a safe distance; you have learned by 
experience that 25 percent of the drivers do it the wrong 
way, 65 percent do it too late and the rest don’t do it 
at all. He got away with it, too, no officer was there 
and you can't run down and educate all the drivers in 
California, you think. 


Relationship between drivers becomes more intimate 
and important out on the open — or more often crowded 
highway. 
One of your most perplexing companions 
out there is the truck driver. Right to begin with you 
resent his being there in front of — or behind — you. 
You hardly get a good look at the fellow way up there 
in the cab and this is a case where there isn’t much feel­ 
ing of companionship. It really isn't the man — it’s his 
monster that disturbs you. 
Once out there along side 
of him with your heart in your mouth, your accelerator 
on the floorboard and a prayer on your lips you have 
anything but a friendly feeling for that fellow riding 
high above you. 
A sigh and a glance up at the rear 
view mirror — nothing personal about this highway re­ 
lationship, just a feeling of relief and respect. 


Among the most enjoyable companions of the road 
are those you meet on long trips — the people you pass 
and who pass you; meet in person at gas stations. You 
swap experiences, a car performance and weather con­ 
ditions. Then too, you have a special friendly feeling 
for the drivers whose license plates bear the name of 
your home state. You can’t help looking them over as 
you pass thinking there’s a chance in a million you 
might know them. And there's the farmer going to town 
with his load of produce, the boy and girl so closely to­ 
gether they appear as a lone occupant of the car, the 
elder'y couple dragging their house trailer behind them, 
those five carefree girls in the convertible. 
You have 
"met” them all in a single day — they were your com­ 
panions of the highway. 


But the most feared and least appreciated drivers of 
our streets and highways are the patrol officers in their 
cars or on their motorcycles. 
The very sight of one 
makes you feel self-conscious and afraid — wondering 
what you might have done wrong. 
You would rather 
have a friendly feeling about this man in the police car 
but fear of the law possesses vou. You can onlv Dicture 
him as being mean and stern — and unreasonable. 


All this for the most important person you will encount­ 
er on the streets and highways you will travel today; 
for your guardian and protector, for the m an who risks 
his life every day that your drive to the office or vaca­ 
tion trip across the country will be safer and more plea­ 
sant. Such a man was Officer Frank Apperson who pa­ 
trolled the highways in the Coachella Valley until one 
day a few weeks ago when he m et instant death in a 
crash with a truck he could not avoid. 
All those who 
knew Officer Apperson said he w as as fine and friendly 
a man as they knew. 
Like thousands of capable high­ 
way officers who risk their lives every day to help keep 
motorists from killiing each other, he was not there to 
hurt but to help — to help those people become more 
aware of the need to drive more carefully. 
And like 
many of his other fellow officers he gave his life for the 
cause of safety. 


If you could be surrounded tonight by a gathering ot 
all of your highway companions of the day — the man 
who didn’t signal correctly, the truck and bus drivers 
you complained about, the lovers and the carefree girls, 
the farmer on his way to town, the retired couple see­ 
ing America for the first time, the highway officer, the 
speed demon and the slow poke — it would form a ra ­ 
ther strange group. 
But all would have two things in 
common: they were at the same place at the same time 
today, if for a few seconds only; and their livds were 
made safer and their driving more sensible because of 
the officers who patrolled the streets and highways — 
you and your highway companions traveled today.

come" oh the W ashington door­ 
mat. They find the doors locked 
to them, and many have found 
themselves 
on 
ships 
headed 
back to their less-desired home­ 
lands. There have been a dozen 
or more reorganizations, inside 
the government, all working 
smoothly.

Lease Procedure 


for Indian Land 


Reviewed Again 
Persons interested in leasing 
Indian-owned land were re­ 
minded today that approval of 
the local Indian office and the 
area office in Sacramento is re­ 
quired before any lease is valid. 
All Indian land on the reser­ 
vation except parcels sold or 
taken in fee is in a trust status, 
it was explained, with the title 
vested in the United States 
government, and with the In­ 
dian as beneficial owner. 
Under this status, the Indian 
has the right to use. occupy and 
receive the benefits from his 
or her land. Neither the Indian 
nor the government has the 
right to lease the land without 
approval of the other. 
Trust land can he leased for 
a maximum period of five 
years, under current provisions 
of the Department of the Inter­ 
ior. upon approval of the local 
office and area office.
